Art used to improve senses

Among the unique programs to 
be offered at CSUS this fall is the 
graduate program in art therapy 
CSUS is the only state supported 
schooi west of the Mississippi that 
offers a graduate degree in art 
therapy. The program is presented 
by the Art Department and is under 
the direction of Dr. Donald Uhlin 

Art therapy makes use af the 
creative process of art to improve 
perception and communication 
among individuals. It is a relatively 
new and useful technique for treat- 
img the handicapped. An art 
therapist might work in a psychiat- 
ric facility, center for retarded 
adults, blind center, schooi, 
alcoholic unit, veterans hospital or 
within a mental heaith association. 

Patients who find it difficult to 
discuss their problems may often 
be prompted to convey their 
emotional distress through the 
media of art. The art therapist en- 
courages the patient to create and 
may even take part in a joint art 
project. The art therapist will then 
analize the subjects work 
Through his art the patient may 
unconcsciously reveal agitation, 
talent or a previously undetected 
character trait. Art may also help a 
patient relax. The reiaxed patient 
may then find it easier to com- 
municate with others. 

Dr. Uhlin stressed that the art 
therapist is usuaily a member of a 
team. Once a patient's problems 
are detected they might be dis- 
cussed in @ group session that in- 


cludes the art therapist or in a 
private session that does not. It is 
not the duty of the art therapist to 
soive a patients probiems singie - 
handedly 

The origins of art therapy can

be traced back about forty years to 
pioneers such as Hans Prinzhorn, 
Lauretta Bender and Viktor 
Lowenfeld who believed in the 
creative expression as one of the 
richest means of probing the mind 
of the individual. Dr. Uhiin holds 
degrees in art and art education 
from Pennsylvania State where he 
studied under Lowenfeld. 

Interest in art therapy and 
related subjects are noi new to 
CSUS. Art and psychology 
courses have been taught here for

The Senate decided last week 
not to fund the three programs 
because FOP aiready receives 
adequate money through the state 
budget and Barrio Art and 
Chicanito Science are classes 
which can be funded through the 
Instructional Related Activites 
fund (IRA). The elimination of the 
three programs saved the Senate 
nearly $50,000. which it used to 
meet the budget requests of other 
AS! programs 


Caro said that the Senate will 
have to contend with a number of 
Students who are concerned with 
EOP and the other two minority 
programs. “Right now there are 
very few students on campus, but if 
they (the Senate) think they can 
get away with it, then they reaily 
are very unaware Of realities,” she 
said 


Caro could not say what may 
happen in the fal!, but she said that 
there are too many students in- 
volved with EOP, Barrio Art and 
Chicanito Science to “let a few 
irresponsible students get away 
with it.” 

She also accused the senators 
of being unfair and shortsighted 
“There is alot of personal greed in- 
volved, and they use the IRA as an 
excuse to get rid of programs they 
politicaily didn't believe in in the 
first place,” said Caro 

“Personal greed, my eye!” res- 
ponded Senator Kate Connors, 
who initiated the budget cut for 
EOP, Barrio Art and Chicanito 
Science. “i was able to convince a 
majority of the senators that we do 
not belong in those programs. Why 
should ASI fund those program; 
they are not activities, they are

Kessler: CSUC has not 
recovered from cuts

The budget adopted by the 
legisiators for the California State 
University and Colleges (CSUC) is 
not significantly improved over the 
worst of Ronaid Reagan's anti - 
education years,” said Dr. Warren 
Kessler, president of the United 
Professors of California (UPC) 

According to Kessler, the 
CSUC has never recovered from 
massive budget cuts implemented 
under former Governor Reagan in 
1969. “It's been seven years now,” 
said Kessler, “and many people are 
under the assumption that 
everything is just fine within the 
CSUC, but the faculty knows 
different.” 

“The most harmful effect of the 
1969 cut was a sharp increase in 
the average class size,” said Kes- 


sier “| he budget adopted this year 
does liittie to improve the 
situation 

The adopted budget by the 
legisiators for the CSUC is in the 
excess of 600 million dollars Ac 
cording to the UPC an additional 
29 million is needed to bring the 
class sizes back down to the 1969 
ratio, which was 17 students to one 
instructor The class ratio is 
currently 29 students to one 
instructor, Kessler feels that with 
the current $2°% billion surplus the 
state has, there is nc reason why 
the CSUC shouldn't receive this 
additional money now 

‘In the past seven years 
Students attending the state 
universities and colleges have 
received 12 to 20 per cent less 
attention from faculty than they 
received in the previous decade as

Enrollment numbers now leveling off

Between 1965 and 1975CSUS's 
student enroliment skyrocketed 
from its previous 9,200 students to 
about 20,800. This phenomena has 
subsided during the last two years 
as enroliment numbers have 
begun to level off. Currently, there 
are about 20,400 students enrolled 
at CSUS. While there has been a 
decrease in the stucent enroliment 
of one or two percent in this last 
year, Admissions and Records 


Director Duane Anderson at- 
tributes this to a change in 
Veterans Administration 


regulations and normal enroliment 
fluctuation 
However, major shifts are tak- 


ing place within the various 
departments. Over the last five 
years there has been a general 
trend toward vocation - oriented 
studiés, and away from the liberal 
arts. Enroliment has jumped in the 
department of Business, Criminal 
Justice, Communications, Health - 
Science, and Engineering, in con- 
trast to a sharp decrease in the 
social sciences. Applications for 
enrollment in the Engineering 
Department for the upcoming Fall 
semester increased 97 per cent 
over the Fall of '76. A similar in- 
crease has taken place in Business 
Administration. 

Furthermore, grade averages 
show students to be applying 
themselves, academically, more 


today than five years ago. Yet, ad- 
ministration officials feei that the 
trend toward higher grades is par- 
tially refiective of a concern over 
post - graduation employment 
Students may value their BA. or 
B.S. degree more in terms of the 
job it will bring than its academic 
merit. Anderson believes that 
“today, school may well be a 
secondary concern. A job, main- 
taining an income, is the really 
crucial variable. Students are go- 
ing to school as fast as they can. 
and they can't afford not to work.” 
Anderson estimates that three - 
fourths of the studerts at CSUS 
are simultaneously holding a job

Bolice’s stormy relationship is

Dean Lindo, a representative in 
the government of Bolice 
(formerly British | Honduras), 
spoke on. the politicai and 
economic situation of that coun- 
try, last Tuesday at CSUS. Speak- 
ing before Ronald Fox's Inter- 
national Poiitics class, Lindo’s 
appearance was highlighted by 
discussion of Bolice’s stormy 
political relationship with its 
western neighbor Guatemala, and 
the key role England plays in the 
affair

Educated in the U.S. at New 
York University before studying 
law in England, Lindo opened his 
lecture by presenting the 
governmental makeup of Bolice. 
“We are still very much a colony of 
England,” the robust, graying 
statesman said. He then added that 
many of the government features 
of Bolice are like those of the 
English system 

But quickly, the subject of 
Guatemalan relations with Bolice 
surfaced. The Guatemalan 


government believes that Bolice is 
its territory, and consequently 
wants to incorporate the land into 







the country. But Lindo feeis Bolice 
must remain aligned to England to 
prevent this. “in 1962 England 
offered British Honduras 
independence anytime we wanted 
it,” says Lindo, “But with no 
defense.” Under these cir- 
cumstances Guatemala could 
overrun a free Bolice because of 
superior military might. So 
colonial status currently remains 
for the naticn that Lindo calis “the 
gateway to Latin America.” And 


that student concern about future 
unemployment is unfounded A 
survey taken in November 1976 of 
B A. and Master degree recipients 
shows that. of those wo res- 
ponded to the questionaire, $ out 
of 10 were abie to find employment 
within four months. after 
graduation. Four out of nine 
Students indicated that their jobs 
required B.A. degrees, while six 
out of nine reported that the jobs 
they took required only some 
college experience. Thus. 
students appear to have ac- 
comodated themselves to chang- 
ing employment demands 

The projected outlook for the 
Fall of 77 finds student enrollment

Faculty advisor to KERS Ray 
Koege! says inere is an “excellent 
chance both grants will be 
awarded Koegei added that he 
hopes to hear definitely on the 
CPB grant within two weeks. Word 
on the HEW grant is expected in 
the middle of September 

The CPB grant is a four phase 
program calling for an initial outlay 
of $25,000 for “covering expanding 
programming” says Koegeil This 
phase covers an average period of 
one year and the station must have 
a full time professiona! staff of nine 
and provide services expected of a 
public radio station before the 
second phase of the grant will be 
administered. The services ex- 
pected of KERS. says Koegel. “is to 
provide alternative programming 
to commercial radio. Since we are 
located in the state capitol, the 
alternative will basically be public 
affairs programming” 

The second and third phases of 
the grant are worth $100,000 each, 
and the final phase entails $50,000 

The HEW grant is worth 
$130,000 “for improved facilities” 
says Koegel. “The first part is for 
upgrading the coverage pattern of 
the station by buying a microwave 
link and an antenna,” says Koegel 
The microwave link allows for 
connection between the studio 
and the transmitter, which would 
now be located in Wainut Grove 

‘The second part of the grant is 
for improved production 
equipment, such as audio tapes, 


Reapplication for the HEW 
grant is possible, but Koege! does 
not see it occuring in “the near 
future. since the $130,000 will meet 
most of our needs 

implementation of the grants 
will boost power at KERS from the 
current 5,400 watts to 33,000 watts 
The 69 foot broadcasting antenna 
atop the Fine Arts building wil! be 
repiaced by the 680 foot tower at 
Walnut Grove Currently, says 
summer station manager Mike 
Montgomery KERS roughly 
speaking, serves the central Sac 
ramento metropolitan area Effex 
tively, this is no more than a five 
mile radius from CSUS © But after 
expansion says Montgomery, ‘the 
coverage area will certainly be al! 
of the metropolitan area, and a 
large part of the central! valley will 
receive a strong signal The 
power increase will cause KERS to 
change its frequency from 90 7 FM 
to 889 FM 

The process of expansion has 
already begun at KERS. The effort 
is underway to hire a professional! 
Station manager at a salary of 
$16.000 to $20,000 a _ year 

Hopefully, the station manager 
will be hired and tn control by the 
fall.” says Montgomery 

But before officially becoming a 
national public radio station KERS 
must have a full time professional 
staff of at least five employees 
broadcast at a signal powerful 
enough to be heard all over Sac 
ramento, broadcast 365 days a 
year for at least 18 hours a day and 
have a budget of at least $75,000 
Koegel foresees fulfiliment of 
these criteria one year after the 
grants are received

Association member- 
ship offers low cost trips to Europe 
and Japan, as well as travel 
scholarships to the children of 
host families. In addition, a draw- 
ing is heid for free trips to Japan or 
Hawaii. 


The Interstudy program is 
based in San Francisco and has 
been in operation for seven years 
During that time they have piaced 
over 10,000 foreign students with 
host families in the U.S. — many of 
them in the Bay Area Interstudy is 
“a Quality - oriented program,” ac- 
cording to Hanner. “The details of 
the program are well - organized 
and wel! - planned 

Since this is Interstudys first 
year in Sacramento, two - thirds of 
the host families have yet to be 
chosen for the August arrival of the 
students.

Kessler went on to say that the 
State universities are being 
cheapened by extemely 
- Shortsighted budget policies 
initiated in the Reagan years and 
being carried forward with ap- 
Parent approval of the Democratic 
administration 

“Our people are wondering if 
the governor and ‘egisiators are 
Selling us down the river,” said 
Kessler. “Ali through the Reagan 
years the Democratic legislators 
were saying they were behind us 
but that their hands were tied 
because of the Republican ad- 
ministration. Weli it has been three 
years now since Brown has taken 
office and there has been no 
Significant changes in the budget,” 
added Kessler 

‘Larger classes and cutbacksin 
academic programs are quietly 
cheating the peopie of our state,’ 
Kessler said ‘It is the average wor- 
king citizen who turns to the state 
universities for four - year higher 
education Especially in a tough 
job market today, our students 
need quality education. In large 
Classes, faculty just can't deliver 
the attention students deserve.” 

Kessler acknowledged that 
modest progress was made on a 
few budget items The most 
ignificant was partial funding of a 


remedial writing program 
‘Remedial writing work is essential 
if university students are to 
achieve their ful! potential.” said 
Kessier 

There was also $ mithon 
itemized for the smaller CSUC 
campuses if they surpass their pro- 
jected low enroiiment “This is 
some progress,’ admitted Kes- 
Sler,” but this money amounts to 
only 25 positions around the 
state " 

The UPC was also critical of the 
6.5 per cent faculty pay proposal! 


voted by the legisiatures “Our 
facuity has lost 20 per cent in reai 
income since 1969 65 per cent is 
still short of inflation this year: at 
best, it represents a continued 
erosion of faculty incomes.” said 
Kessler

Costume designer 
Jim Edaburn enhanced this effect 
with his incredible eye for minute 
detail. Not only did the clothes 
resemble the styies of the early 
1940s, seamed stockings, garnet 
jewelry, and other accouterments 
faithfully followed the tastes of that 
period. 

Prior to the show | had 


misgivings as to whether a young 
actress could convincingly play 
the role of an efderly murderess. 
Both Chery! Watson and Denise 
Dougherty quickly put my fears to 
rest with their performances as the 
Brewster sisters. Chery! Watson, 
as Abby Brewster. did an excep- 
tionally good job and her sweet old 
aunt antics captivated me 
throughout the evening.

Fortunately he controlled 
his delivery and greatly added to 
the enjoyment of the production. 
Jonathan Brewster, the villainiy 
black sheep of the family, was 
skillfully played by Jerry Har- 
rington. His portrayal of the mean, 
nasty, and crazy brother was 
especiaily well done. Evil 
Jonathan's accomplice, zany Dr. 


Einstein, was ably played by Irwin 
Cory - lookalike Bruno Zovich 
Other outstanding performances 
were handed in by Marily Errett as 
Elaine Harper, Ross Modlin as of- 
ficer O'Hara, and Bill Trzeciak as 
Mr. Gibbs. 


Perhaps I've seen the movie ver 
sion of “Arsenic and Old Lace” 
with Jimmy Stewart in the rofe of 
Mortimer too many times to ap- 
preciate the work Jim Lane did as 
Mortimer in this production. Mor- 
timer, as the only sane one in the 
family, is supposed to be a little 
unstrung when he finds out what is 
going on but not to the ex- 
aggerated extent Lane tried for 
The caricature of Mortimer, 
beloved nephew and drama critic 
was a littie too over - done in my 
opinion. Another movie buff 
member of the audience put it even 
more succinctly when she men- 
tioned to me that she feit someth- 
ing akin to relief when in the final 
scene, evil Jonathan tied and 
gagged Mortimer 


Other than this, my own pos- 
sibly over - critical fault finding 
opinion, | found the play to be very 
well done and worth seeing. 


Literary Sightseer 


Science Fiction and Fantasy writers turn to poetry

Recently there has been a rising tzend within the fields of Science - Fiction 
nd Fantasy - Horror of the popularity of poetry as a mode of expression 
Poetry as a medium within these fields is not unknown to those readers who 
enjoy this general gendre. However, to the general reading public this format 
of the gendre today is as good as non - existent. A few, such as Poe and more 
recently Clark Ashton Smith, have emerged to become recognized for their 
poetic ability. However, the trend coming reflects a growing awareness of the 

poetic value in the gendre 

Many of those who consider themselves well versed in either Science - Fic- 
tion or Fantasy - Horror are unaware of their favorite authors poetic ability 
Now, that is starting to change and som2 upcoming writers are considering 
the use of poetry to gain literary recognition in the field 

There is still another developing form of the “poetic trend.” Some well - 
known writers today i this gendre of fiction are now publicly expressing 
themselves with poetry. What makes an interesting difference is instead of 
Cloaking their work with the imagery of their already known gendre is they 
present it as poetry reflective of themselves as human beings. Unfortunately, 

any of these writers must stil! rely on their reputation in the other field to 
ake their poetry presentable for the “buying” public or otherwise. 

There are exceptions and one of them is Ray Bradbury, internationally 
famous author of fantasy and science - fiction whose works include “The 
Martian Chronicles” and “Fahrenheit 451." A collection of his poetic works 
appears in a book published by Alfred A. Knopf, inc. titled “When Elephants 
Last In The Dooryard Bloomed.” 

Unfortunately, Bradbury at his best writes poetry too long for a column of 
this nature. The following is but the end of a very touching poem 


And now, very old, some sixty years on, 

| sit up half the night and light a candle and 
look toward the tomb 

And remember the words that Lincoln 
whispered in that dusty room:

“Chuck Smith, simultaneously, knew the old man in Springfield who, as a 
child, was the last person to see Linco!n when his bones were disinterred for 
the final time, late in the 19th century, preparatory to being put into a per 
manent and ‘safe’ tomb in Springfield 

“These two elements touched me. | fused them and wrote this poem which 
is dedicated in equal parts to Lincoln and to dear Streeter Blair.” —~ Ray Brad 
bury, Jan. 29, 1976
